— The  oncost 
allowance  of  29^  per  cent,  for  drugs  sup- 
plied on  N.H.S.  prescriptions  is  increased 
to  33  per  cent,  as  from  August  1.

The  Ministry  of  National  Service  has  issued 
a  reminder  that  although  employers  are 
not  liable  to  pay  contributions  under  the 
main  National  Insurance  scheme  for  em- 
ployees working  for  them  for  less  than  a 
total  of  four  hours  (eight  hours  if  it  is 
cleaning  or  other  domestic  work)  in  any 
week,  they  must  nevertheless  pay  the  In- 
dustrial Injury  Insurance  contribution 
(eightpence  a  week  for  a  man,  of  which 
the  employer  can  recover  fourpence  from 
the  man's  wages,  and  sixpence  a  week  for 
a  woman,  of  which  the  employer  can  re- 
cover threepence).

Conference  on  Insecticides 

The  Fifth  Commonwealth  Entomological 
Conference  (p.  146)  has  proved  to  be  of 
practical  importance  to  chemists.  Some 
manufacture  insecticides,  some  retail  them, 
and  many  have  a  second  interest  in  them 
as  users  in  houses  and  gardens.  Your 
editorial  comment  on  p.  153  appropriately 
calls  attention  to  the  increasing  volume  of 
research  devoted  to  these  promising  but 
"  tricky "  substances.  Photographs  of 
fields  treated  with  selective  weed-killers 
cannot  be  paralleled  where  insecticides  are 
used,  unless  by  chance  we  get  a  visitation 
:>f  locusts  or  some  other  pest  comparable 
to  those  met  with  in  Africa.  Evidently, 
however,  the  investigation  of  insecticidal 
problems  is  proceeding  on  sound  lines ;  the 
remarks  of  Dr.  V.  B.  Wigglesworth  at  the 
Conference  will  be  noted  in  this  connec- 
:ion.  A  good  example  of  need  for  dis- 
crimination occurs  in  the  statement  of  Mr.

It  was  pleasant  to  find  Lewis's  Dispen- 
satory rescued  from  the  partial  oblivion 
3  which  it  had  been  consigned  (p.  156). 
Vhen  a  popular  Victorian  physician  de- 
lared     (so    an    accepted    story    states)  : 

'  Squire  '  is  my  pharmacopoeia,"  he  paid, 
y  inference,  a  tribute  to  a  long  line  of 
ooks  that  have  been  invaluable  to  pre- 
fers and  dispensers.  The  first  author 
f  this  class  of  manual  was,  I  suppose, 
latearius,  who  in  the  twelfth  century 
enned  or  dictated  a  long  commentary  on 
ie  Antidotarium  of  Nicolaus  of  Salerno, 
latthiolus  wrote  similarly  on  Dioscorides; 
ie  British  Museum  has  an  edition  on  his 
00k,  dated  1554,  containing  many  quaint 
I  lustrations.  The  "  De  Compositione 
ledicamentorum "       of  Cronenburgius 

555)  is  a  well-arranged  dispensatory 
ill  cited.  In  1 66 1  Cole,  Culpeper  and 
.divers  Learned  and  Able  Doctors  of 
hysick  "  collaborated  -in  an  English  Ver- 
pn  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis  of 


1650,  with  comments  and  "  A  Key 
to  Galen's  Method  of  Physick."  Cole  was 
described  on  the  title-page  as  "  Doctor  of 
Physick,  and  the  Liberal  Arts;  who  hath 
Practised  Physick  forty  nine  years.  And 
lived  above  thirty  years,  out  of  his  own 
Country;  and  hath  seen  the  practice  of 
France,  Italy,  Germany,  Turkey,  and  the 
Indies."  Shipton  compiled  in  1678  an  al- 
phabetical synopsis  of  the  P.L.,  1677, 
with  a  few  additions.  In  the  eighteenth 
century,  as  the  article  referred  to  indicates, 
the  number  of  dispensatories  increased. 
Early  in  the  nineteenth  century  came 
those  of  A.  T.  Thomson  and  Sir  Robert 
Christison. 

Brighton's  Fame 

An  apology  is  perhaps  due  from  me  in 
attempting  in  1948  to  offer  any  remarks 
on  Brighton,  the  subject  of  an  illustrated 
article  on  pp.  148-51.  There  may,  how- 
ever, be  a  few  readers  in  some  part  of  the 
world  who  are  not  aware  that  Richard 
Russell,  M.D.,  in  "  A  Dissertation  On  the 
Use  of  Sea-Water  In  the  Diseases  of  the 
Glands  .  .  ."  (1752),  recommended  the 
sea  water  of  his  town  for  internal  as  well 
as  external  use.  His  normal  dose  was  a 
pint,  to  be  taken  either  alone  or  as  a 
supplement  to  other  medicine.  One  of  his 
patients  drank  this  potion  every  morning 
till  she  had  swallowed  twenty-five  gallons, 
a  record  that  he  seems  to  have  regarded 
as  highly  satisfactory.  In  "  A  Short  His- 
tory of  Bria:hthelmston "  (1761),  Anthony 
Relhan,  M.D.,  possibly  thinking  that  Rus- 
sell was  enioying  too  great  a  monopoly  of 
attention,  described  "  the  mineral  spring  " 
of  the  town,  accidentally  discovered  some 
years  earlier  "  to  the  north-west  .  .  .  and 
at  a  distance  of  half  a  mile."  Relhan  made 
no  reference  to  Russell's  treatise,  though 
he  mentioned  the  drinking  of  sea  water  by 
a  hospital  patient  in  Dublin.  One  of  his 
arguments  for  proving  the  healthiness  of 
his  locality  was  that  observations  made 
during  three  consecutive  months  in  Lon- 
don and  in  Brighton  showed  a  much 
greater  barometric  variation  in  the  Metro- 
polis than  on  the  south  coast,  with  the 
result  that  "  the  atmosphere  gravitated 
much  more."  An  advertisement  in  a  Lon- 
don newspaper  in  1757.  denying  that 
smallpox  was  prevalent  in  Brighton,  is  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  its  popularity  as  a 
health  resort;  in  1773  another  paper  had 
an  announcement  that  sea  water  from  the 
town  was  obtainable  at  an  address  in 
South-east  London.  Xrayser

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executive  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  directors  of 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd., 
were  held  in  London  on  July  27  and  28, 
Mr.  G.  H.  M.  Graham  in  the  chair.  Mr. 
H.  Holmes  (Torquay)  was  welcomed  as  the 
newly  elected  representative  for  the  South- 
western area. 

Date-expired  Milk  Foods 

The  secretary's  report  outlined  discus- 
sions that  were  proceeding  with  the 
authorities  to  provide  purchase  tax  ex- 
emption for  dispensing  packs  of  B.P.  and 
B.P.C.  drugs  and  preparations  when  put 
up  under  a  proprietary  designation.  A 
communication  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
stated  that  retailers  who  were  holding 
stocks  of  proprietary  infant  milk  foods 
that  would  shortly  exceed  the  manufac- 
turers' warranty  date  might  now  apply  to 
a  food  office  for  an  authority  to  dispose 
of  a  specified  number  of  tins  of  named 
brand  without  production  by  the  purchaser 
of  the  appropriately  endorsed  ration  book 
R.B.2.  The  authority  issued  would  be 
valid  only  for  one  month  from  the  date 
of  issue  ;  if  the  specified  stock  had  not  then 
been  disposed  of,  the  retailer  would  have 
to  seek  a  renewed  authority  to  dispose  of 
the  balance. 

The  secretary  stated  that  the  decision  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry 
of  Food  was  awaited  on  discussions  that 
had  taken  place  on  July  12  on  an  increased 
allocation  of  sugar  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes.  The  increased  allocation  that 
might  be  expected  should  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  increased  need  in  the  summer  but 
heavy  winter  dispensing  needs  would 
almost  certainly  necessitate  a  further  review. 

The  Executive  considered  provisions  in 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  agreement  re- 
lating to  payment  of  wages  and  salaries 
during  illness  and  decided  that  no  action 
from  the  employers'  side  was  called  for  at 
present.  The  question  of  payment  for 
accrued  holidays  where  employment  was 
terminated  before  a  holiday  fell  to  be 
taken  was  also  discussed. 

The  former  Central  N.H.I.  Committee 
was  reconstituted  under  the  title  "  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee."  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
who  had  been  chairman  of  the  Central 
N.H.I.  Committee  since  iqo^  indicated 
that  he  was  not  prepared  to  act  as  chair- 
man to  the  new  committee,  and  Mr.  T.

tatutory  exemption,  was  put  forward. 

Following  negotiations  with  the  Ministry 
f  Health,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Ministry 
rould  continue  to  make  payment  for  drugs 
ispensed  on  dental  N.H.S.  prescriptions 
uring  August,  even  when  the  drugs 
rdered  were  not  included  in  the  Third 
chedule  to  the  N.H.S.  (General  Dental 
ervices)  Regulations.  From  September  i 
nwards,  however,  payment  would  be  dis- 
llowed  for  any  drug  ordered  on  a  dental 
I.H.S.  prescription  which  was  not  in- 
luded  in  the  relevant  schedule.  The 
Executive  had  previously  objected  and 
rould  continue  to  object  to  the  position  in 
rhich  the  obligation  to  refuse  to  dispense 
dental  prescription  for  non-scheduled 
rugs  rested  on  the  pharmacist.  That; 
osition  must,  however,  continue,  it  was 
tated,  until  either  pharmaceutical  repre- 
mtations  or  the  pressure  of  other  pro- 
:ssional  and  public  opinion  led  to  a 
lange  in  the  Regulations.  For  medical 
rescriptions,  no  limitation  was  placed  on 
le  range  of  drugs  which  might  be  ordered, 
ut  only  those  appliances  included  in  the 
'hird  Schedule  to  the  N.H.S.  (General 
ledical  and  Pharmaceutical  Services) 
Regulations  could  be  supplied  on  N.H.S. 
rescriptions.  While  the  Ministry  had 
greed  to  make  payment  for  non-scheduled 
ppliances  supplied  in  good  faith  during 
uly,  it  was  intended  to  apply  the  full  re- 
tirements of  the  Regulation  tc»  prescrip- 


tions dispensed  thereafter.  In  view  of  the 
erroneous  impression  in  the  minds  of  mem- 
bers of  the  public  that  doctors  could  order 
any  type  of  appliance  on  prescription 
(whereas  certain  types  of  appliances  could 
be  obtained  only  by  the  doctor  referring 
his  patient  to  the  hospital  service)  it  was 
decided  to  remind  all  contractors  that  they 
must,  in  their  own  interests,  refer  back  to 
the  prescriber  any  prescription  for  a  non- 
scheduled  appliance. 

The  Executive  noted  with  satisfaction 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  John  Tristram 
to  serve  on  the  Central  Health  Services 
Council.  Congratulations  and  best  wishes 
for  the  future  were  also  extended  to  Dr.  J. 
Tait,  whose  impending  retirement  as  resi- 
dent secretary  to  the  Scottish  Department 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  noted. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Settlements  approved  included  payments 
of  £4.9,  £50  and  £177  on  claims  that  per- 
sonal injuries  had  been  sustained  by  mem- 
bers of  the  public  as  a  result  of  articles 
supplied  by  members.  Twenty-six  other 
claims  were  left  to  the  secretary  for  atten- 
tion. It  was  reported  that  a  member  had 
been  supported  in  court  in  resisting  a  claim 
based  on  an  allegation  that  a  dispensed 
medicine  had  been  contaminated  with  a 
fly.  Despite  the  adverse  publicity  which 
would  have  resulted  from  an  unsuccessful 
defence,  the  member  had  been  anxious  to 
resist  the  claim  to  the  full  in  the  interests 
of  the  profession  generally.  Judgment 
with  costs  against  the  plaintiff  had  been 
awarded  to  the  member  concerned.  Legal 
defence  had  been  provided  for  a  member 
v/ho  had  supplied  Linimentum  Album, 
N.W.F.  when  asked  for  liniment  of  turpen- 
tine.   A  fine  of  £5  5s.  had  been  imposed. 

INQUESTS 

Overdose  of  Amytal. — At  an  inquest  at 
Slough,  recently,  the  coroner  returned  a 
verdict  that  the  dead  person,  a  man  of 
sixty-two,  had  taken  his  own  life  with  an 
overdose  of  sodium  Amytal  while  the 
balance  of  his  mind  was  disturbed. 

30-gr.  Dose  of  Phenobarbitone. — At  an 
inquest  on  a  woman  at  Brixton,  London, 
recently,  a  Home  Office  analyst  stated  that 
a  box  found  beside  the  woman's  bed  had 
contained  i-gr.  phenobarbitone  tablets 
mixed  with  other  smaller  tablets.  The 
woman  had  taken  30  gr.  of  phenobarbitone 
— far  beyond  the  dose  prescribed  for  her  at 
a  hosnital.    A  suicide  verdict  was  returned. 
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PHARMACY  IN  ECUADOR 

Recent  legislation  in  Ecuador  classifies 
the  various  sections  comprising  the  drug 
trade  as  pharmacies,  laboratories,  drug 
stores,  agencies  and  "representation  houses." 
The  dispensing  of  prescriptions  is  confined 
to  pharmacies.  The  function  of  a  labora- 
tory is  to  manufacture  all  kinds  of  drug, 
chemical,  pharmaceutical  and  biological 
preparations;  it  may  not  sell  them  direct 
to  the  public.  Drug  stores  may  not  dis- 
pense prescriptions  and  are  allowed  to  re- 
package and  sell  bulk  drugs  only  under 
stringent  restrictions.  Agencies  and  "  rep- 
resentation houses  "  are  permitted  to  ad- 
vertise and  receive  orders  for  drugs  and 
medicines,  but  may  neither  import  on  their 
own  account  nor  sell  by  wholesale  or  re- 
tail. New  regulations  provide  for  supervision 
of  all  dispensing  by  registered  pharmacists 
and  for  night  dispensing  duty  on  a  rota 
basis.  All  categories  of  pharmaceutical 
concern  are  subject  to  inspection  by  com- 
missions under  the  General  Health 
Administration,  which  also  establishes  rules 
for  dispensing  (including  "  repeats  ")  and 
filing  prescriptions,  in  addition  to  control- 
ling the  sale,  packing,  labelling,  etc.,  of 
poisons  and  narcotic  drugs.  Standards  of 
employment  of  pharmacists,  and  others 
are  laid  down  in  the  regulations. 

CANADA'S  TOILET  INDUSTRY 

Production  of  toilet  preparations  in  Can- 
ada in  1947  was  valued  at  $15,978,000  (20 
per  cent,  less  than  in  the  previous  year). 
The  industry  employed  1,649  workers,  in 
102  establishments.  Imports  of  toilets  were 
valued  at  $723,000  and  exports  were 
valued  at  $1,152,000.  In  1946  selling 
values  (in  dollars)  at  works  of  different 
classes  were  as  follows: — (a)  Alcoholic  (not 
less  than  5  per  cent,  alcohol) ;  Perfumes, 
1.389,979;  toilet  waters,  Colognes  and 
lotions,  3,894,984;  bay  rum,  hair  tonics, 
liquid  brilliantines,  wave  sets,  etc.,  507,845; 
(b)  Non-alcoholic :  Creams,  all  kinds,  solid, 
2,185,938;  liquid,  321,353;  brilliantine, 
solid,  77,926;  face  powders,  1,208,978; 
talcum  powders,  1,243,073  ;  sachet  pow- 
ders, 105,127;  lipstick,  884,004;  rouge, 
314,423;  compacts  (powders  and  rouges), 
70,320;  shampoos,  liquid,  1,292,936,  pow- 
ders, 110,120;  bath  salts  and  bath  oils, 
453>7°6;  deodorants,  353,392;  toilet  waters 
and  lotions,  299,732;  hair  tonics,  liquid 
brilliantines,  wave  sets,  etc.,  767,71 1 ;  mani- 
cure preparations,  731,270;  dentifrices, 
pastes,  3,276,625,  powders,  655,568, 
liouids.  49,285  ;  oral  antiseptics,  598,924. 


BRAZILIAN  CAFFEINE 

Production  of  caffeine  and  theobromine 
in  Brazil  during  1948  is  expected  to  reach 
120,000  to  150,000  kilos,  despite  low  out- 
put in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The 
industry  began  in  1940,  called  into  being 
to  a  great  extent  by  war-time  scarcity  oi 
the  drugs.  Originally  the  raw  materials 
included  coffee  and  mate  as  well  as  cocoa, 
but  low-grade  cocoa  and  cocoa '  cake  now 
furnish  the  primary  materials.  Varying 
amounts  of  theobromine  are  converted  to 
caffeine. 

The  principal  manufacturer  is  a  Sao 
Paulo  firm  and  a  contract  effected  in  1942 
to  supply  about  three-quarters  of  its  out- 
put to  the  United  States  served  to  estab- 
lish the  concern's  activities  and  influenced 
the  growth  of  caffeine  production  in  Brazil. 
The  domestic  requirements  amount  to 
25,000  kilos,  largely  utilised  in  the  form 
of  aspirin  compound  tablets.  194.7  exports 
were  86,000  kilos,  and  theobromine,  68,000. 

OLIVE  AND  TEASEED  OILS 

According  to  a  statement  issued  by  the 
Olive  Oil  Importers'  Association,  to  which 
reference  was  made  just  over  a  month  ago 
(see  C.  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  842)  the  trade 
should  by  now  have  received  some  500  tons 
of  olive  oil.  We  understand  that  this  oil 
is  largely  of  Greek  origin,  although  in  view 
of  recent  negotiations  with  Spain  limited 
quantities  of  Spanish  oil  (which  is  usually 
of  better  quality  than  the  Greek  oil)  are 
being  imported  and  may  be  included  in  the 
present  allocations.  Refined  olive  oil  pur- 
chased in  bulk  from  importers  is  now  at 
the  rate  of  29s.  8d.  per  gall.,  whereas  the 
former  price  was  51s.  per  gall.  There  is 
no  statutory  control  of  prices  and  distribu 
tion  is  unrestricted  except  that  a  licence 
is  needed  to  sell  by  wholesale.  The  Associa- 
tion of  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
has  recommended  rates  for  wholesalers 
ranging  from  5s.  6d.  for  one  pint  to 
37s.  6d.  for  a  gallon.  Retail  prices  are 
about  3s.  6d.  per  pint  (5s.  6d.  per  lb.),  or 
bottled,  5s.  6d.  per  reputed  Dint  (13  fluid 
ounces).  For  teaseed  oil  the  position  ii 
somewhat  similar  to  olive  oil  with  larger 
quantities  now  being  imported  and  no  re- 
strictions on  price  or  distribution,  differing 
however,  in  that  no  licence  is  required  to 
sell  at  any  stage. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  is  of  ODinion  that 
supplies  of  refined  teaseed  oil  which  will  be 
reaching  shops  "  later  in  the  year  "  will

some  instances  up  to  32  fl.  oz.,  (f)  more 
items  per  prescription  form,  (g)  cost  of  pre- 
scriptions generally  higher  than  hitherto, 
(h)  particular  increase  in  number  of  pre- 
scriptions for  women  and  children.  A  num- 
ber of  replies  indicate  that  the  public  are 
giving  a  very  literal  interpretation  to  "  free 
medicines  for  all  "  with  prescriptions  being 
handed  in  for  ordinary  household  or 
domestic  remedies  which  were  previously 
over-the-counter  sales;  this  may  be,  and 
probably  is,  a  passing  phase. 

Service  Working  Smoothly 

With  but  very  few  exceptions  the  re- 
ports indicate  no  difficulties  have  so  far 
been  experienced  in  obtaining  supplies  of 
drugs  and  containers,  but  there  is  some 
apprehension  on  these  points  when  the 
winter  months  come  along.  Wholesalers 
and  manufacturers  appear  to  be  alive  to 
the  potential  demands  of  the  future  and 
we  believe  there  will  be  no  breakdown  of 
the  service  for  these  reasons  even  when  it 
is  working  under  severe  pressure.  The  in- 
crease in  dispensing  has  obviously  thrown 
a  greater  strain  on  staffs  of  retailers  but, 
so  far,  the  service  has  not  been  impeded 
by  any  marked  shortage  of  personnel. 

It  seems  that  the  sale  of  packed  pro- 
prietaries has  not  suffered  as  a  result  of 
the  introduction  of  N.H.S.  The  slight  de- 
cline noted  in  counter  sales  of  these  packed 
medicines  has  in  most  instances  been  fully 
compensated  by  the  greater  quantity  now 
being  prescribed.  In  the  case  of  "  ethicals  " 
chemists'  reports  indicate  the  probability 
of  a  general  increase  in  the  distribution  of 
these  products  via  N.H.S.  prescriptions. 

To  the  question  "  Is  the  transfer  to 
N.H.S.  settling  down  and  working 
smoothly?  "  we  have  received  an  almost 
unanimous  "  Yes."  It  is  evident  that  che- 
mists had  prepared  themselves  in  advance 
to  provide  the  best  possible  service  to  the 
public  and  are  to  be  congratulated  in  tak- 
ing N.H.S.  in  their  stride  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner. 

If  space  permits  we  propose  to  publish 
a  further  selection  of  replies  to  our  ques- 
tionnaire in  next  week's  issue.  Meanwhile 
we  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
those  chemists  whose  co-operation  has  en- 
abled us  to  compile  the  first  published  re- 
port on  the  operation  of  N.H.S.  dispensing. 
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Schedules  for  N.H.S. 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  came 
into  operation  on  July  5,  some  doctors  and 
dentists  have  been  causing  embarrassment 
to   chemists   by  writing  prescriptions  for 
items  which  are  not  permitted  to  be  sup- 
plied.   There  is  no  restriction,  of  course, 
on  the  drugs  that  may  be  ordered  by  a 
doctor.       The  drugs  that  a  dentist  may 
order,  however,  are  limited  to  those  set 
out  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  N.H.S. 
(General    Dental     Services)  Regulations, 
1948  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  3,  p.  445),  and 
the  appliances  that  a  doctor  may  order 
are  limited  to  those  set  out  in  the  Third 
Schedule  of  the  N.H.S.  (General  Medical 
and    Pharmaceutical)    Regulations.  1948 
(see  C.  &  D.,  April  3,  p.  440).  The  posi- 
tion has  obviously  not  been  clearly  under- 
stood by  all  prescribers,  and  chemists  in 
some  instances  have  supplied  unauthorised 
items   in   good   faith.      The   Ministry  of 
Health,    following    negotiations    with  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  has  now 
agreed  (see  p.  178)  to  allow  payment  for 
non-scheduled  drugs  supplied  on  dentists' 
prescriptions   dispensed   during   July  and 
August,    but   payment   for  non-scheduled 
appliances  supplied  in  good  faith  on  doc- 
tors' prescriptions  is  to  be  made  only  for 
July.    From  September  1,  only  scheduled 
dental  drugs  will  be  paid  for;  from  August 
1,  only  scheduled  appliances  will  be  paid 
for.    The  onus  of  refusing  to  dispense  a 
prescription  which  does  not  comply  with 
the  appropriate  schedule  thus  rests  on  the 
pharmacist  on  penalty  of  non-payment,  an 
unsatisfactory     position     to     which  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  has,  with  good  reason, 
taken  strong  exception  (see  p.  174).  Many 
members  of  the  public,  and  some  doctors 
and  dentists,  are  under  the  impression  that 
there  are  no  limitations  to  what  may  be 
prescribed  under  N.H.S.     Until  the  true 
position  is  clearly  understood,  our  previous 
advice  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  3,  p.  16)  holds 
good :     chemists    should    adhere    to  the 
schedules  or  they  may  be  out  of  pocket.

that  is  left  on  the  skin  when  the  alcohol 
evaporates  from  the  solution  should  be 
rubbed  in.  The  preparations  should  be 
applied  every  two  or  three  hours  during 
exposure.  Solar  urticaria  and  darkening  of 
freckles  cannot  be  prevented  by  the  use  of 
para-aminobenzoic  acid.  Many  vegetable 
oils  possess  some  screening  action,  sesame 
oil  being  possibly  the  most  effective. 
Mineral  oils  are  of  no  value.  The  applica- 
tion of  vegetable  oil  before  exposure  is  also 
helpful  in  keeping  the  skin  supple.  A  "  sun- 
tan  "  oil  may  be  prepared  as  follows:  — 

Menthyl  salicylate    10 

Sesame  oil   4   50 

Liquid  paraffin    40 

For  the  treatment  of  sunburn,  calamine 
lotion  (aqueous  or  oily),  or  moist  com- 
presses of  1  per  cent,  aluminium  acetate 
or  weak  lead  lotion  should  be  applied.  The 
areas  should  be  cleansed  with  arachis  oil 
and  not  with  soap  or  water.  Measures 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  infection,  and 
if  itching  occurs  an  antihistamine  agent 
should  be  given  orally.  Analgesic  and  pro- 
prietary ointments  are  best  avoided,  the 
author  states,  as  they  may  contain  skin 
irritants  svj.ch  as  camphor  or  menthol. 

BAL  AND  LATENT  TETANY 

Russell  and  colleagues  at  St.  Bartholo- 
mews Hospital,  London  ("  Lancet,"  July 
31,  p.  169),  report  symptoms  of  tetany  in  a 
patient  and  thirteen  volunteers  receiving 
BAL.  In  the  observations  on  the  volun- 
teers, who  received  between  0.75  and 
6. 1 1  mgm.  BAL  per  kg.  of  body  weight, 
hour-by-hour  serum  chemical  studies  were 
made.  10  per  cent,  benzyl  benzoate  in 
arachis  oil  was  injected  into  controls.  Posi- 
tive Chvostek's  signs  (as  seen  in  post- 
operative tetany)  were  observed  in  seven  of 
those  receiving  BAL,  one  had  a  positive 
Trousseau's  sign,  and  of  the  remainder  five 
had  cramps  but  one  was  free  from  symp- 
toms. The  serum  studies  suggest  that 
tetany  may  be  of  a  low  magnesium  and 
possibly  of  a  low  calcium  type,  either  from 
those  cations  being  rendered  unavailable 
to  the  cells,  or  being  removed  by  the  BAL 
molecules.  Calcium  balance  and  magne- 
sium balance  studies  are  necessary  to  ex- 
plain the  metabolic  disturbances.  The 
dangers  attendant  on  the  use  of  BAL  in 
the  normal  treatment  of  arsenic,  gold  and 
mercury  intoxication,  may  be  ignored  if 
the  patient  is  provided  with  a  high  cal- 
cium diet,  magnesium  sulphate,  and  an 
adequate  amount  of  vitamin  D.

— Fifth  edition.  9  in.  x  6  in.  Pp.  558. 
50s.  Technical  Press,  Ltd.,  Gloucester 
Road,  Kingston  Hill,  Surrey.  Owing  to 
the  death  of  the  original  author,  Mr.  W. 
Gardner,  the  edition  was  completed  by 
Mr.  E.  I.  Cooke,  M.A.  Though  entirely 
re-set,  the  work  is  little  changed  in  general 
layout,  with  few  alterations  in  style.  In 
order  to  cope  with  new  entries,  without 
making  an  unwieldy  volume,  many 
materials  universally  known  outside  the 
chemical  world  have  been  excluded.  The 
work  now  contains  approximately  28,000 
definitions  and  cross-references;  the  names 
given  comprise  trade  names  employed  by 
individual  firms;  trade  names  arising  from 
use  in  particular  industries  or  from  the 
locality  of  preparation  or  discovery;  and 
generic  names  for  materials  having  in- 
dividual registered  trade  names. 

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

Sulphadiazine     with     Streptomycin. — 

Spink  and  others  ("  Journal  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association,"  February  7,  p. 
382)  found  that  treatment  with  both 
streptomycin  (0.5  gm.  every  six  hours  for 
seven  days)  and  sulphadiazine  (4  gm. 
initially,  and  then  1  gm.  every  four  hours 
for  two  to  three  weeks),  gave  more  satis- 
factory results  in  human  brucellosis  than 
any  other  method. 

Penicillin  Sensitisation.  —  Winner 
("Lancet,"  May  1,  p.  674)  describes  ex- 
periments in  which  the  sensitivity  to  peni- 
cillin of  a  relatively  resistant  staphylo- 
coccus was  increased  some  two-hundredfold 
by  growing  it  for  four  hours  in  contact 
with  a  sensitive  streptococcus.  The 
apparent  transference  of  sensitivity,  he 
suggests,  may  depend  on  some  highly  labile 
property  of  the  bacterial  cell. 

Myanesin  in  Epilepsy. — The  similarity 
of  myanesin  (x  :  /3-dihydroxy-Y-(2-methyl- 
phenoxy)-propane)  in  its  immediate  effects 
to  those  of  thiopentone  and  nitrous  oxide 
led  Hunter  and  Waterfall  ("  Lancet," 
March  6,  p.  366)  to  investigate  its  action 
in  hyperkinetic  states.  They  found  that 
intravenous  injections  would  check  epilepti- 
form fits  within  thirty  seconds  ;  they  suggest 
that  the  drug  acts  centrally.

The  Society  and  its  Members 

Sir, — May  I  ask  Mr.  Bailey,  who  has 
replied  to  my  letter  "  N.H.I,  into  N.H.S." 
(C  &  D.  July  24,  p.  127),  how  many  com- 
plaints of  the  professional  work  of  phar- 
macists have  been  made  over  many  years? 
Very  few !  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  become  more  and  more  remote  from 
pharmacy  as  a  living  while  National  Health 
Insurance  never  has  paid  its  way.  Many 
professional  operations,  including  much 
first  aid  and  many  minor  services,  are  wil- 
lingly performed  free  by  pharmacists.  If, 
as  Mr.  Bailey  says,  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Society  favours  the  atmosphere  of  the  hos- 
pital laboratory,"  this  is  over-stressing  bulk 
dispensing  and  the  work  of  only  a  small 
percentage  of  pharmacists.  Finally,  there  is 
arising  a  real  danger  of  the  establishment 
of  communal  dispensaries  v  run  by  the 
State  now  that  a  larger  return  is  made  to 
proprietors  of  pharmacies  for  their  time 
and  skill.  Even  now,  however,  the  quali- 
fied man  is  paid  only  a  fraction  per  hour 
of  the  rates  for  other  professional  men. 
Perhaps  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can 
help  us  improve  this?

Three  Weeks  of  N.H.S. 

Sir, — As  a  hospital  man  attracted  back 
to  retail  by  the  prospects  of  giving  a  real 
pharmaceutical  service,  I  had  but  a  month 
to  learn  my  way  around  the  N.(W.)F.  and 
my  new  business,  before  the  first  rush 
started.  After  a  consultation  with  my 
local  doctor  I  discovered  that  he  was  doing 
as  much  dispensing  as  I  was.  I  naturally 
laid  in  the  necessary  stocks  to  cope  with 
the  expected  increase  after  Tuly  5,  but  on 
one  aspect  of  his  dispensing  he  failed  me 
miserably,  for  on  the  appointed  day  a 
steady  stream  of  anxious  mothers  with 
their  ailing  babes  soon  depleted  my  stocks 
of  aqua  carui  and  2-oz.  vials  Mine  is  a 
working-class  area,  and  another  new  type 
of  patient  were  the  mothers  themselves. 
These  women  have  had  little  time  and  less 
money  for  medical  attention  in  the  past. 
Now  they  are  coming  forward  to  claim 
their  rights  under  the  new  Act.  Many 
pharmacists  prophesied  a  reduction  in  the 
sales  of  both  patent  and  packed  goods, 
but  this  has  not  been  noticeable  as  yet. 


Rather  it  seems  that  the  G.P.s  are  ente 
ing  the  patent  field  with  new  vigou 
Already  I  have  dispensed,  or  confirme 
the  dispensing  of  a  wide  range  of  wel 
known  proprietary  medicines.  Mixtun 
are  growing  to  16-oz.  and  20-oz.  bottk 
while  8-oz.  ointments  have  become 
common  that  I  have  ordered  cartons 
which  to  supply  them.  One  pound  ro] 
of  wool  and  white  lint,  and  100  lots  of  tal 
lets  are  also  becoming  frequent.  Son 
doctors  have  adopted  the  expedient  of  | 
ducing  the  dose  of  medicine  from  ha 
ounce  to  two  drachms  in  their  efforts 
discourage  too  frequent  attendances.

Uranium  Derivatives.  —  In  a  repo: 
(B.R.10)  on  organic  uranium  compound 
obtainable  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office 
an  enlarged  print  from  a  microfilm  recorc 
the  acetyl  acetone  derivative  U(G5H702 
is  given  as  the  least  unstable.  The  con 
pound  sublimed  at  150-1600  C.  in  a  hig 
vacuum,  giving  dark  green  crystals.  Ther 
was  slight  decomposition. 

Dimethyl  Ether  of  d-Tubocurarine.- 
Collier,  and  others  ("  Nature,"  May  2: 
p.  817)  have  compared  the  effective  an 
lethal  doses  of  the  dimethyl  ether  of  d-tubc 
curarine  iodide  when  injected  intraver 
ously,  with  those  of  d-tubocurarine  chloi 
ide.  In  rabbits  the  derivative  was  fount 
to  have  many  times  the  intensity  of  actio: 
of  ^-tubocurarine ;  in  rats,  the  effects  wer 
similar,  but  less  marked;  in  mice  the  myo 
neural  function  was  slightly  less  sensitiv 
to  the  new  compound  than  to  d-tubo 
curarine  chloride. 

New  Antibacterial  Diamines. — Wien  an< 
Harrison  ("  Lancet,"  May  8,  page  71 1),  fin< 
that  2  :  2'-dibromo  propamidine  and  2-iod< 
hexamidine  are  more  active  against  bac 
teria,  but  not  against  fungi,  than  thi 
unhalogenated  parent  compounds.  Agains 
certain  pathogenic  strains  of  streptococc 
and  staphylococci  obtained  from  woundi 
they  were  active  in  a  dilution  of  1  in  4  t( 
6  million.  Against  Gram-negative  organism! 
the  compounds  were  greater  in  bacteriostatic 
action  than  penicillin,  but  less  thai! 
streptomycin.  Activity  was  little  affected  b) 
the  presence  of  serum.

Business  in  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 
Chemicals  has  been  on  a  moderate  scale. 
Export  inquiry  is  still  very  good  and  in 
many  instances  is  increasing ;  the  home 
trade  is  improving  slowly  and  more  orders 
are  now  being  received  for  winter  season's 
requirements.  The  principle  price  change 
during  the  week  has  been  in  Caffeine  ; 
the  Alkaloid  has  been  reduced  in  price  by 
5s.  per  lb.  and  similar  decreases  are  noted 
for  the  Salts.  A  previous  reduction  in 
these  products  occurred  in  April.  One 
maker  advises  slight  increases  in  the  rates 
for  Iron  phosphate,  Saccharated  iron 
phosphate,  B.P.C.,  Ferrous  sulphate  and 
Sulphurated  potash  owing  to  advancing 
costs  of  production. 

At  the  reopening  of  the  markets  for 
Crude  Drugs  after  the  holiday  closing 
prices  were  nominally  unchanged.  A  fair 
inquiry  is  reported  for  Ergot  which  is  now 
in  small  compass  on  the  spot.  Parcels  of 
Portuguese  are  offered  at  up  to  4s.  4d.  per 
lb.  and  holders  of  Russian  material  have 
been  asking  4s.  6d.  Ipecacuanha  continues 
quiet  at  former  values.  Quotations  for 
Menthol  on  spot  are  inclined  to  be  lower 
in  the  absence  of  any  appreciable  inquiry. 
Senega  is  in  better  request ;  quotations  on 
the  other  side  are  at  $2,  c.i.f.,  European 
ports.    Indian  Seeds  continue  firm. 

Business  in  Essential  Oils  has  been 
fair  with  quotations  for  most  commodities 
sbowing  very  little  change  on  the  week. 

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  July  30 

Price  adjustments  on  the  Fine  Chemicals 
market  over  the  past  week  included  a  $2 
per  100  kilos  cut  in  the  price  of  Argols, 
a  three  cents  advance  in  the  cost  of  Cal- 
cium lactate  and  a  ten  cents  increase  by 
a  major  producer  of  granular  Iron  and 
ammonium  citrate.  The  price  of  argols 
becomes  $18.00  per  100  kilos  ;  calcium  lac- 
tate was  advanced  to  41  cents  per  lb.  in 
bulk  :  the  new  prices  for  both  green  granu- 
lar N.F.  and  brown  granular  U.S. P.  iron 
and  ammonium  citrate  range  from  53  to  55 
cents  per  lb.,  the  inside  figure  applying  to 
500-lb.  lots  and  the  higher  figure  to  less 
than  500-lb.  lots.  The  fine  chemical  and 
drug  market  otherwise  showed  little  devel- 
opment last  week.  Production  of 
Glycerin,  absolute  basis,  amounted  to 
16,915,000  lb.  in  June  compared  with 
15,482,000  lb.  in  the  previous  month. 
Factory  and  warehouse  stocks,  not  on  an 
absolute  basis,  totalled  51,885,000  lb.  on 
June  30,  or  2,122,000  lb.  more  than  the 
total  on  May  31. 


Despite  continual  reports  that  the  Cri 
Drugs  market  has  found  its  post-war  pr 
level,  numerous  declines  were  noted  duri 
the  past  week.  Gum  acacia,  Casca 
sagrada,  Sarsaparilla  and  Chamom: 
flowers  were  among  the  items  mar] 
down.  On  the  other  hand,  Karaya  was 
5  cents  per  lb.  at  29  cents  for  the  No, 
grade  due  to  higher  prices  at  the  primj 
centre.  Business  in  Carnauba  wax  h 
is  virtually  at  a  standstill  following 
announcement  that  minimum  prices  w 
being  established  in  Brazil. 

There  was  little  activity  on  the  Essi 
tial  Oils  market  last  week  and  more  pr 
reductions  were  noted.  Several  aroma 
products  also  became  cheaper  although  t 
was  due  not  to  a  plentiful  suppy  but  sol 
to  lack  of  demand.

BEECHAM  GROUP 

LARGER  NET  SURPLUS 

The  20th  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Beecham 
Group  Ltd.  was  held  on  July  28  in  London,  Sir 
J.  Stanley  Holmes,  M.P.,  chairman  and  managing 
director,  presiding. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  his  statement 
circulated    with    the    report   and    accounts  : 

The  result  of  the  group's  trading  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1948,  is  a  net  surplus  of  £751,511 
available  for  dividend  on  the  Deferred  shares  and 
for  reserves,  as  compared  with  £502,659  in  the 
previous  year.  It  is  proposed  to  declare  a  final 
dividend  of  4  per  cent.,  making  40  per  cent,  for 
the  year,  the  same  as  last  year.  The  trading  pro- 
fits and  sundry  revenue  earned  by  the  118  com- 
panies and  branches  of  the  group  amount  to 
£2,370,181,  compared  with  £2,688,522. 

Although  home  sales  showed  an  increase  of 
nearly  18  per  cent.,  the  home  trading  profits  have 
shown  a  decrease  of  £208,088,  due  to  the  steeply 
rising  costs  of  raw  materials,  containers,  consum- 
able stores  and  wages,  without  any  compensating 
increases  in  the  selling  prices  of  the  great  majority 
of  our  products  except  those  arising  from  increased 
rates  of  purchase  tax.  Our  export  trade  has  again 
shown  satisfactory  results  in  spite  of  increasing 
costs.  The  total  charge  for  United  Kingdom  taxa- 
tion amounted  to  £1,157,366,  compared  with 
£1,656,114. 

INCREASED  FOOD  SALES 

Our  food  sales  have  increased  in  total  by  over 
25  per  cent.,  while  the  sales  of  foodstuffs  manu- 
factured and  canned  in  our  own  factories  have 
increased  by  65  per  cent,  compared  with  last  year. 
The  food  side  of  the  group's  business,  which 
commenced  three  years  ago  with  the  purchase  of 
C.  and  E.  Morton  Ltd.,  continues  to  expand 
rapidly,  and  has  already  made,  and  is  likely  pro- 
gressively to  make,  a  not  inconsiderable  contribu- 
tion to  the  group's  future  prosperity. 

During  the  past  year  personal  contacts  have 
been  made  with  our  people  overseas.  The  confer- 
ences which  we  have  been  able  to  hold  on  the  spot 
with  our  overseas  managers  have  enabled  us  to 
obtain  a  clear  picture  of  local  conditions  and  diffi- 
culties, and  should  result  in  increased  trade  and 
profits  in  the  future.  The  recently  formed  sales 
companies  in  India  and  Malaya  have  traded  suc- 
cessfully since  their  inception. 

NEW  FACTORIES 

The  new  Lucozade  factory  in  the  development 
area  of  Newcastle  is  now  in  production,  while  the 
new  factory  in  the  development  area  of  St.  Helens 
will  commence  production  in  the  next  few  weeks. 
During  the  year  another  factory  was  purchased 
on  the  Great  West  Road  to  handle  the  soap  pro- 
duction of  T.  F.  Bristow  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  pur- 
chase of  the  controlling  interest  in  this  company 
was  announced  in  last  year's  statement.  The  ac- 
counts now  before  you  include  the  trading  of 
this  company  for  a  period  of  I0j  months.  The 
results  are  excellent  and  a  successful  entry  has 
been  made  into  the  export  market. 

Relations  between  the  various  companies  of  the 
group  and  their  respective  employees  continues 
to  be  excellent,  and  particular  attention  is  Daid  to 
matters  of  staff  welfare.  As  a  general  policy  all 
our  employees  who  join  the  Territorial  Army  are 
granted  leave  of  absence. 

Through  the  Beecham  National  Savings  Associa- 
tion 44,788  National  Savings  Certificates  were  pur- 
chased Dy  the  staff  during  the  year,  and  since  the 
formation  of  the  association  in  January,  1940,  pur- 
chases have  reached  a  total  of  253,780  certificates. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  prophecies  with  regard 
to  the  future,  but  we  have  so  continually  broad- 
ened the  basis  of  our  business  and  our  interests  all 
over  the  world  are  so  far  flung  that  we  can  face 
the  future  with  confidence.
